Maybe because I am in the center of it, wearing Levis----a real 
man's long pants----or because it is so typical of me: up, loud, demanding, at the center of attention, with plate and fork 
in-hand ready to eat. It was a snapshot taken at the December 1999 San Francisco Coin Club dinner. Nothing Special: 
me iti long pants----yeah, it was December in San Francisco!----and eating. Nothing. Save for what was captured on 
film alone in the background. 


Smiling, happy, wearing a Santa Claus hat, craving a twenty-four pound just-out-of-oven turkey, that he had 
prepared and cooked, plus having come down earlier on this cold December day to setup and decorate the Knights of 
Columbus Hall, where the San Francisco Coin Club gathers, was Hans Hansson. There he was, and he would stay late 
to cleanup, offer the carcass for soup, and even found time to collect the next year’s dues and account the funds of the 
Club plus run the Quiz. Nothing Special: it was December 1999 and just another SFCC Holiday event. Nothing. Save 
a year later, December 2000, Hans was dead, and the Club has yet to have a turkey cooked. 


Hans Hansson’s death is not just another speck in the light of living and life. Hans cooking, and for some 
years even donating, the turkey has been repeated thousands of times at groups. Hans driving earlier on a cold Decem- 
ber afternoon, to turn on the heater, and to place the tables and chairs is repeated many times, in many places, and for 
many people. So What Is So Special? 


Hans Hansson is another in a long legion of those who have, who had, and who have been toiling at the grass- 
fd roots level of our hobby, the local coin club. Does anyone remember the Maxine Bryce’s, the Jere Lefever’s, the Ra 
Brown’s, the McCann’s, the Bill DuTemple’s, the George Flannagan’s, the Al Renn’s and so on. This legion marches 
long into the sunset. Does Anyone Remember? 


These, and so many countless others, are what made and make the grass-roots, the local coin club, so vital to 
our hobby. Least we forget the combined membership of a// local coin clubs would exceed the American Numismatic 
Association, plus adding Central States Numismatic Society (CSNS) and including the Florida United Numismatists 
(FUN)!
